Next steps:

Library staff who think they might apply for these grants should begin planning soon.
Here are some steps you can take between now and when the application is released
in February 2023 (if the funding is approved by the legislature):

Tell your Board of Trustees about this opportunity and get it on the agenda at the
next meeting.

Identify your library’'s capital improvements needs and determine which projects
can realistically be completed by summer 2026.

e Determine which, if any of these improvements qualify as allowable projects.
Start reaching out to contractors to understand the scope, cost, and timeline for
your project. This will make your application process much easier.

Reach out to your local state legislators and let them know how vital it is
that they approve these funds as part of the ICfL budget and what this
opportunity would mean for your community.

The library also has a service patio that includes an automated remote locker system
which extends library accessibility for picking up and returning materials to 24 hours
a day. The service patio is also an additional meeting space for patrons.
